Mr. Wood is noted for his keen analysis of business 
conditions, and we are sure our readers will enjoy the 
thoro manner in which he treats his subjects. 


Asbestos Packings 
Their Wide Use—A Few Selling Points 
By N. F. Woop 


The term Asbestos Packing has been used in a general 
way and is intended to cover everything from boiler tube 
to condenser. 

In a power plant the opportunities between these two 
terminals would permit the use of almost every kind of 
packing that could be devised :—rings for piston rods, ex- 
pansion joints, air compressors, throttle valves, braided 
packing for small valves, sheet packing for flanges, gas- 
kets for manhole and handhole plates, ‘boiler tubes, and 
special shape gaskets for all kinds of apparatus using 
steam (such as receivers, heaters, separators, traps, tanks, 
ete.,) fastened together with flanges. 

Asbestos Packings are the most technical production 
of the Asbestos Industry. They represent one of the few 
articles made by the Asbestos Manufacturer which is com- 
plete and ready for use, most of the Asbestos products in 
the textile branch of the Industry becoming a part of 
something else, and losing their identity in the finished 
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article of which they become a part. On the Asbestos 
Manufacturer alone, therefore, must rest the responsibility 
for the performing of certain functions for which the 
Packings were designed. 

The general field in which Asbestos Packings are dis- 
tributed includes any part of the world—land or sea— 
where steam is used for power or other purposes, and buy- 
ers can be divided into two classes: those who make steam 
power machinery, equipment and apparatus, and those 
who use it.

The first division is a rather definite proposition, the 
demands of which are fixed by engineers and technical 
men. It is tangible, can be easily covered by salesmen and 
the Asbestos Manufacturer need only know the real merits 
of his goods and be able to tell whether or not they will 
meet the specifications created by the machinery builders. 


The second division of the field is different—much 
different. A salesman or packing manufacturer must be 
a diagnostician when he tackles the ills of machinery in 
operation and tries to cure them with packings. 

It is probably safe to say that the original demands of 
the new machine have all changed by use, with the excep- 
tion of the general, and only good one,—that ‘‘she be made 
tight and hold’’ against pressure. 

There are almost as many ideas on the subject of 
efficient packing design as there are engineers, and if the 
manufacturers tried to meet these with “specials’’ there 
would be an endless amount of dead stock. Instead of do- 
ing this, they have sifted them down to a few standards 
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which are effective, so that the question of design is sim- 
plified by experience and the question of construction and 
quality is emphasized by the same medium. You see, the 
design of packings is the business of one set of men and

the manufacture of the packings is in the hands of another 
set. 

The Manufacturer of Asbestos Packing starts out 
with an article which has two qualities unequalled in any- 
thing else made for the purpose. This article is the fabric, 
Asbestos Cloth, and its two out-standing qualifications are 
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its ability to withstand the highest temperatures of super- 
heated steam, and its high insulating qualities which pro- 
tect the rubber cores and compounds against the effects of 
those high temperatures and against attacks of acids, oils, 
greases, ete., with which the packing comes in contact. 
And in Asbestos Cloth these qualities are permanent.

For this reason the Asbestos Manufacturer should 
make every effort to uphold the standard of the Asbestos 
Yarn, Cloth and Textiles which he uses in the manufac- 
ture of his packings, and should refuse to make for Pack- 
ing Manufacturers Asbestos Textiles which will not give as 
good results as those he uses in his own branded goods. 
Having adopted this policy, great care must be taken 
in the selection of other materials. Rubber cores and cush- 
ions that will not vuleanize and harden when placed in ser- 
vice, and thus cease to perform their function of keeping 
space tight; rubber cement that will not crack and allow 
water, steam or oil to get into the fabric; rubber friction 
that will keep soft and pliable and permit the putting back 
of certain kinds of packing. 

As the measurement of spaces to be packed are taken 
in 64ths, accuracy in dimension and shape of packings is 
important, and the assembly of yarn, cloth, cement and 
friction must be so handled that the finished article can be 
fitted without jamming or foreing. In fact, packings 
should be what is termed ‘‘finger tight’? when new, and 
then taken up with a wrench after they are formed to 
space.

We find that Asbestos Packings have a wide field of 
competition. The opportunities for their use have been 
met with all kinds of packing material made for use under 
the same conditions as Asbestos, and in some cases the de- 
gree of workmanship in fittings, flanges, and valves, has 
been brought to such a degree of perfection in accuracy 
and design as to require no packing at all. Asbestos High 
Pressure Packings, selling on their past performances, 
branded trademarks and qu:lity designed for certain 
classes of work, cannot be supplanted by anything else 
at equal price, efficiency and service, due to the fact that, 
where extreme high pressure and superheated steam are 
encountered, the two inherent qualities mentioned earlier 
in this article—heat resistance and insulation—cannot be 
duplicated in any other kind of fabric. 

Salesmen who intend to make a specialty of selling 
Asbestos Steam Packings should develop the habit of analy- 
sis, learning how both their own and competitors’ goods 
are made. They will find it very easy then to tell why cer- 
tain things which look alike are not always the same, and 
what has been done in construction to reduce costs and yet 
not change appearance. Remember that construction com- 
mences with the selection and mixing of fibres. 

Asbestos Packings which are only copies of standard 
goods cause failures or breakdowns in service and these 
give Asbestos Packings, as a class, a bad reputation and 
make it difficult for the Asbestos Industry to secure its just 
share of the packing business. This, of course, throws 
some of the responsibility on the buyer or consumer, and 
obligates him to conduct competition on a fair basis, and 
be certain that his purchases are ‘‘just as good and just as 
cheap,’’ before telling the salesman so. 

Replacements today are more expensive than ever, due 
to extremely high labor rates, and service charts of pack- 
ings together with laboratory tests, will do much to help 
the buyer and consumer find out whether he is getting 
value and whether substitutes are doing their duty as well 
as the best Asbestos Packings.

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Makers, sellers and users should realize that failures 
due to poor construction or use under improper condi- 
tions, do more to retard the development of this branch of 
the Industry than competition from other industries, and 
no reductions of standard quality or standard construc- 
tion should be considered justified as a means of reducing 
prices. 

Only the high spots of this very interesting subject 
have been touched, but it is hoped that the discussion will 
create a greater interest in Asbestos Packings in general 
and emphasize the fact that Asbestos High Pressure Pack- 
ings properly constructed, are the best for the various pur- 
poses for which they are made. 

Education of salesmen, trade and consumer to the 
point where they can all talk understandingly to each 
other on this subject will automatically eliminate the 
cheaper productions that are masquerading under the 
name of Asbestos, and thus making jmore difficult a field 
already full of complications. 


Asbestos Shipped by Barge 


What is probably the first thru shipment of Asbestos 
from Canada to New York by water, left Quebec on May 
20th. 

A barge carrying 200 tons traveled via Lake Cham- 
plain direct to New York Harbor. 

The local freight rate from Thetford to Quebee being 
$3.40 per ton and the barge rate being $7.00 per ton, gives 
a combined rate of $10.40, not at all bad by comparison. 

Of course, since Philadelphia is the actual manufactur- 
ing center of the idustry, plants in the Philadelphia Dis- 
trict would have an added local freight from New York to 
plant destination. 

We understand that ample barge accommodations may 
be had, and doubtless shippers will readily avail themselves 
of this opportunity to secure relief from the difficulties at- 
tending rail transportation.

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Market Conditions 


CRUDES AND 

Production of crudes is far below normal for the 
period from January Ist, to June Ist. Weather, labor 
shortage, inefficiency and lean rock combine to thwart the 
miner in his eager effort to produce. 

A very satisfying quantity of fibres are coming from 
the mine mills but from there the move is to warehouse be- 
cause of freight congestion, and car shortage. Naturally, 
the miners are shipping in the few available cars only 
erudes and fibres of greatest value. As a result there is 
now a very acute shortage of short stuffs such as are used to 
make cement, paper, millboard, paints, composition floors 
and the like. 

The general opinion in Canada is that there can be 
little improvement in the car situation for some months. 
Until cars are freely supplied short fibres will be at a pre- 
mium in the States. 

MAGNESIA : 

Demand for powdered carbonate continues heavy and 
the factories are well booked with orders. Powder is being 
consumed in ever increasing quantities in the rubber trade 
and in several other important industries so that the fu- 
ture looks especially good. 

In the case of pipe and boiler magnesia, the business 
is seriously suffering at the hands of Architects and En- 
gineers who permit the clamoring of their clients for lower 
costs, to stultify themselves by specifying the very cheap- 
est and most inefficient coverings. 

Cork, sponge-felt, magnesia—all the proven better 
coverings are being scratched by the Architect and lower 
first cost coverings substituted. 

Of course, the average owner of big buildings has 
about as much notion of the relative value of pipe cover- 
ings as a horse knows about eating with a spoon. Hence 
when the Engineer or Architect starts to cut, and cuts out 
good covering, the owner doesn’t know nor care that the 
dollar he saves today will cost him an additional two or 
three more each and every year—a fairly stiff rate of in- 
terest on his saving. 

There is unquestionably a place for low grade, low 
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cost coverings and it is a crying shame that the makers of 
all the different types and qualities of coverings do not get 
together and decide arbitrarily for the Engineer and Ar- 
chitect just what grade and type is best suited for each 
condition of service. 


Aspestos TEXTILES : 

Conditions in this portion of the Industry remain 
about the same, demand being fairly brisk. The mills are 
caring for the business with reasonable promptness, and 
will be able to do better as soon as the car situation permits 
of an easier flow of raw material from the mines. 


ASBESTOS PAPER AND MILL Boarp: 

Demands of the trade for asbestos paper continue in- 
creasingly strong and the price has been advancing in con- 
sequence. The mills are hampered because of delays in 
getting raw materials and unfilled orders are piling up. 
Embargoes on out bound shipments have not simplified 
things. 

The millboard business is good but suffers from the 
same disease—lack of regular arrivals of fibres from the 
mines. 

Air CELL COVERING : 

Demand runs strong. Dozens, hundreds, thousands 
of jobs of covering are being done with air-cell of inade- 
quate thickness, to save a few dollars for a ‘‘eut the cost’’ 
owner who ought to be made to put on a covering which is 
reasonably suited to his plant conditions. Air-cell cover- 
ing is a mighty efficient article when of proper thickness 
and rightly made, but two ply air-cell applied to high tem- 
perature heating systems is a plain crime. 

SHINGLES : 

Factories report excellent business and in view of the 
increasing cost of asphalt, wood, tiles and other roofing 
materials, the asbestos shingle should reap a harvest. 

Of course, costs of producing asbestos shingles have 
gone up but the price to the consumer has not increased in 
proportion to other roof coverings. 

CONCLUSION : 

The asbestos industry is in first class shape and is 

bound to remain so, as long as the automobile and general

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George D. Crabbs 
A Brief Sketch 


George Dent Crabbs is the third son of David and 
Mary Dent Crabbs. David Crabbs emigrated from Swit- 
zerland to America in 1850, at first settling in Richland 
County, Ohio, then later moving to Decatur, Indiana, 
where he married Mary Louise Dent, the daughter of 
George A. Dent, of Yorkshire, England. 

George D. Crabbs was born at Decatur, Indiana, Jan- 
uary 22nd, 1875 and five years later, with his parents, 
moved to Cincinnati. 

At the age of seventeen his school days being over he 
entered the employ of Philip Carey, then engaged in manu- 
facturing roofing in a small building, twenty-five feet by 
one hundred and fifty feet, on Gilbert avenue in Cincin- 
nati. The daily output of this plant was small and Mr. 
Carey personally supervised the manufacture, sold the 
goods, and saw a large part of them applied. The force ( 
employed comprised about one dozen men. It was in this 
plant also that Philip Carey began the manufacture of 
pipe coverings. The little plant was destroyed by fire in 
the fall of 1894 and soon after a tract of land at Lockland, 
Ohio, ten miles north of Cincinnati, was purchased where 
the first buildings, of what is now a splendid collection of 
factories occupying forty acres, were erected. 

In 1896, soon after locating at Lockland, Mr. Carey 
ea died. Mr. Crabbs succeeded him as president and gen- 
ais eral manager of The Philip Carey Mfg. Company, and un- 
a der his direction the expansion of the business which be- 
gan with the removal to Lockland steadily continued. 

Mr. Crabbs realizing that the old molded plaster in- 
sulation was becoming obsolete, early took an active in- 
terest in magnesia as the ideal insulator and was elected, 
and has been for many years President of the American 
Magnesia & Covering Company, whose large plant for the 
manufacture of 85% magnesia insulation products is lo- 
cated at Plymouth Meeting, Pa., some twenty miles from 
Philadelphia.

Asbestos Corporation, whose mines and mills are located 
at East Broughton, Province of Quebec, Canada.

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Development in Arizona 


A most interesting letter has just been received from 
a gentleman in Arizona interested in the Arizona Asbestos 
Industry. 

This gentleman expresses interest in our publication 
but says that he feels some further attention should be giv- 
en to the Arizona field. We fully agree with him, and the 
only reason AsBesTos has not given more space to Arizona 
Asbestos is its inability to obtain information from that 
quarter. We are indebted to our correspondent for infor- 
mation concerning two properties in Arizona. 

ArIzoNA AspBEestTos ASSOCIATION 

This corporation has been operating for three or four 
years, developing and producing. About 60 carloads of 
Asbestos have been mined and shipped to New York City 
market. Production at this time is estimated to be four to 
five tons per day. The Mine is located at Chrysotile, Ariz., 
about forty-five miles from the railway and about sixty-five 
miles from Globe, Ariz. Development has proceeded 800 
feet from the portal of the openings. This property is also 
known as the Ash Creek Mine. 

AMERICAN ORES AND AssestTos, INc. 

This property is located in the Sierra Ancha Moun- 
tains, about fifty miles from Globe. Asbestos is being pro- 
duced at this mine at the rate of about 5 tons per day, and 
is being shipped to Bridgeport, Conn. The shipment is 
made by three ton trucks over a good road to Globe. De- 
velopment has proceeded about 400 feet from portal and 
up-to-date mining machinery is responsible for efficient 
production and handling. 

Our correspondent tells us that labor rates in the 
Arizona Asbestos Mines to-day are based on the rates paid 
by the copper mines, being $5.65 per day for miners. All 
the work is underground. At the present, shipments can- 
not be made due to car shortage and congestion in the 
eastern terminals. 

About 200 additional claims have been located within 
the last few years, and since the Arizona fibres are very 
desirable for certain uses it may be expected that the de- 
velopment of the Industry in Arizona will proceed rapidly, 
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to the benefit of humanity at large. 

Dr. J. 8. Diller of the U. S. Geological Survey, has 
just spent some six weeks in the Arizona District, but about 
the first of May was taken quite ill and is now confined in 
the Miami Inspiration Hospital at Miami, Ariz. Mr. Frank 
W. Stone has taken up Dr. Diller’s work since his illness, 
and will carry it forward until Dr. Diller is fully reeov- 
ered. 

The above information is supplied to us in good faith 
and we would welcome additional data from other Asbes- 
tos fields to the end that this publication may be in a posi- 
tion to properly cover the entire industry.

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ing hoists, locomotives, crushers, blowers, all participate in 
the struggle to separate the Asbestos fibres from the use- 
less rock.

How to Handle the Universal 
*Kick’ 
By Roy GrirritH 

Your sales talk is not a monologue. Your prospective 
customer is going to do part of the talking. You must 
spend some time in advance thinking about what he is go- 
ing to say. Abraham Lincoln once said, ‘‘When I am get- 
ting ready for an argument with a man I spend one-third 
of my time thinking about what I am going to say; the 
other two-thirds I spend thinking about what HE is going 
to say.”’ That’s a pretty safe rule for salesmen to follow. 

It is a fairly safe bet that your prospect is going to 
make some objections before the sale is finally closed. It is 
also a pretty safe bet that he is going to ‘‘kick’’ about the 
price. It is up to you to overcome this practically univer- 
sal ‘‘kick.’’ You must spend some time thinking about it. 

Price objections can be divided into three classes. 
First, those which are not offered by customers from the 
point of view of value, but because the price is really 
higher than they can afford to pay. Second, those which 
are made solely for the purpose of argument and without 
any real sincerity. Third, those which are made because 
the customer really believes that the price is too high for 
the goods shown. 

Objections of the first class can only be met by show- 
ing a cheaper grade of goods. All the persuasive sales ar- 
guments in the world are worthless if the prospect hasn’t 
the money. You must use your own judgment, of course. 
As a rule, the prospect will show by his conversation or 
manner whether he is really unable to pay for the higher 
priced merchandise. 

It is well to remember, however, that when it comes 
to money matters most people are very proud. When your 
prospect tells you point blank that he is ‘‘too poor to buy,”’ 
you should take the statement with a grain of salt. If he

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really WAS too poor he would not be likely to admit that 
fact to you. It is the prospect who has the money and 
CAN buy who makes most frequent use of this excuse. 

The second and third classes of price objections are, 
in reality, nothing more than exeuses. They should be so 
considered. Both are handled in practically the same way. 
Treat an insincere objection with the same diplomacy and 
tact which you would bestow on one which was sincere. 

As a matter of sober fact, prices seldom are too high. 
The desire to make sales and the presence of competition 
in every line have a tendency to make prices too low, if 
anything. When one firm quotes a higher price than that 
quoted by a competitor on goods of apparently equal qual- 
ity, there is usually a reason for it. No firm is going to 
knowingly give a competitor an advantage. 

As far as comparative prices are concerned, quality 
goods will always demand quality prices. In a little vol- 
ume on salesmanship called ‘‘Pete Crowther, Salesman,’’ 
this statement is made: 

‘*‘When you buy something cheap, you feel good 
while you are paying for it and then feel rotten every time 
you use it. When you buy a really first class article, you 
may feel rotten while you are paying for it but you feel 
good every time you use it.’’ 

Here are a few suggestions which you may be able to 
use in overcoming price objections. You can weave some 
of the ideas into your sales talk with good effect: 

‘‘Saving money does not consist in not buying any- 
thing at all but in buying that whieh will give you the 
most value for the money spent. This is not an expense

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but an investment. Naturally, an investment means a little 
more money put in. Anything which saves money always 
seems expensive when we first consider it. It isn’t a ques- 
tion of whether you can afford to buy but whether you can 
afford NOT to buy. It is only wealthy people who can 
afford to buy things which do not last and do not give ser- 
vice.”"—The World Retailer.

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Freight Classification of Asbestos 
Textiles 


A subject of considerable importance to the manufac- 
turers of Asbestos Textiles, Packings, Brake Linings and 
the like, is the matter of freight classifications. 

Compared with most other commodities the losses to 
the railroads from claims arising out of theft, fire or water 
injury, or other loss in transit, are insignificant. 

Notwithstanding the extremely low rate of loss to the 
railroads, we find Asbestos Textiles, Packings, ete., classed 
in first, second and third, dependent, apparently, upon the 
whim of some Classification Committee or other, which may 
or may not have made a thoro study of the subject. 

As between Asbestos Cloth, Asbestos Packing, Asbestos 
Brake Lining and Asbestos Yarn, it is mighty hard to see 
why there should be one class for one of these articles and 
another for some different article. They are all remarkably 
free from loss in transit, are good shippers, seldom if ever 
being damaged in transit and while the total tonnage is not 
especially high, that fact should not consign the products to 
the very highest class rate. 

It would seem that the Asbestos Textile Manufacturers 
could very profitably give collective attention to this mat- 
ter, since quite a lot of these goods are sold f. o. b. destina- 
tion and the amount of the freight paid by the shipper over 
and beyond what he rightfully should pay under proper 
classification, is doubtless of considerable amount.

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One Remedy for the H. C. of L. 


The U. S. Tariff Commission, after investigation says 
the price of cloth to the ultimate buyer is about 98% 
higher than the price charged originally by the manufac- 
turer. Later, the Federal Trade Commission demonstrated 
that shoes cost the consumer 80% above manufacturer’s 
price. 

And so it is with most commodities. The distribution 
costs, including broker, wholesaler, jobber, ete., are a very 
large part of the total price paid. 

all our price discussions and high-cost-of- 
living agitations turn against big business and seek a rem- 
edy by attacking an oil trust, a beef trust, a steel trust, and 
so on. But big business operates mainly in the producing 
end, as manufacturer; and it is in the less organized, less 
coordinated distributing end that a great part of the total 
price burden actually rises. For one thing, certainly, we 
do not want less organization and less coordination than 
we now have. We want more; but polities still inclines to 
lean pretty heavily on its old remedy of repressing organi- 
zation. Its chief economic implement is just the police- 
man’s club. There might have been a government agency 
devoted only to constructive criticism of business. Intelli- 
gent constructive analysis of the distributing end of bus- 
iness with a view to better organization and avoiding wastes 
would be one of the most useful attacks on high cost of liv- 
ing.”’ 


According to a report of the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, during the calendar year 1919 there was an in- 
crease of 88% per cent in exports of passenger automobiles and 
50 per cent in truck shipments over 1918. Motor truck exports 
to South America increased over 100 per cent, while 9,016 pas- 
senger cars were shipped to this section as compared with 6,782 
the year before. England leads in passenger car gains, having 
purchased 5,150 compared with 398 in 1918. Owing to the ces- 
sation of the imports of war supplies, only 890 trucks were sent 
to that country in comparison with 2,080 shipped in 1918.

Both slip and cross 
veins of Chrysotile are found in apparently sufficient tonnage to 
warrant the erection of a mill. 

These deposits are in Lincoln County, Wyoming, and we will 

try to keep in touch with developments for the benefit of readers. 


The Maple Leaf Asbestos Company is doing some develop- 
ment work in the old Dunn workings at Thetford. Philip Wiser, 
Manager, reports very promising leads in sight. 


One of the Asbestos Textile Mills recently employed a man 
whom they had a little cause to suspect of ulterior motives.

A statement made by Pres!- 
dent C. B» Jenkins of Charleston, gives a brief history of the 
business and its sales, profits, income tax and dividends from 
1915 to 1919 inclusive, together with a list of the Directors and 
Officers. It is stated that the new financing is “to increase the 
working capital of the Company so that it may be independent, 
or nearly so, of bank credit.” 


Quite a controversy, involving the Black Lake Asbestos & 
Chrome Company as the bone, and J. A. Jacobs on the one hand 
and the Asbestos Corporation of Canada on the other hand as the 
contenders, is on in Canada. It appears that Mr. Jacobs made 
an arrangement with the Directors of the Black Lake Asbestos & 
Chrome Company, whereby he agreed to purchase a controlling 
interest in the Company, in return for the immediate resignation 
of the present Directors and the assumption of control by him.

Corporation of Canada or Mr. Jacobs. The matter will probably 
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be settled at the next Directors’ meeting of the Black Lake As- 
bestos & Chrome Company. 


Asbestos Mines, Limited, is a newcomer in the mining camp 
of Quebec. The chief owner of Asbestos Mines, Limited, is Jac- 
ob A. Jacobs, former owner of the Jacobs and Federal Mines. 

A mill is being erected on the site of the old Boston property 
at Broughton and Asbestos Mines, Limited, expects to be actively 
producing within two months. Their first advertisement appears 
in this number of “Asbestos.” 


During the month of June the New York Times will carry 
the first message of the Magnesia Association of America in the 
newspaper advertising campaign which this Association is start- 
ing. If successful the campaign will be extended to other 
large cities. The advertising will be in the form of plain talks 
on 85% Magnesia, with an idea of combatting the tendency of 
architect, engineer and owner to cut down on Pipe Covering on 
account of the high cost of building materials.
